Drawings 

The IDS lists "view A" as being prior art and the applicant has submitted this view as one 
of the figures in the disclosure. The applicant is directed to relable this figure as being on sheet 
number 3 and the figure as "figure 6". Under the figure include the title "Prior Art". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by McCarthy, 
Jr. et al (6698924). 

Figures 1-3 show a venturi that would inherently suppress cavitations because it has all of the 
recited structure including a converging nozzle at D9, a diffuser pipe at D12, and a head pipe at 
D15. in regard to claims 6 and 7, the diffuser pipe has a range of cross-sections that encompass 
from 2 to 3.5 times larger than that of the nozzle outlet. All recitations regarding pumps and 
coolant systems are merely statements of intended use. 

In claim 6, the use of "about" in conjunction with a range should be avoided because the 
actual range is not clearly set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McCarthy, 
Jr. et al. While the venturi is seen to be of a single piece, to make anything out of a plurality of 
pieces where there is an advantage in cost, manufacturing, maintenance, would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as a matter of engineering practice (See In re Dulberg 
289 F.2d 522, 523). In regard to claims 3 and 4, while the device McCarthy, Jr. et al use 
threaded ports for securing pipes, the use of flanges for coupling conduits is notoriously well 
known. 

Note, there is no antecedent basis for "the aspirator" in claim 3 



Claim 8 is allowed.
